in appearance, are not, however, seen frequently. They are very widely 
scattered. In factyfor stretches of fifty miles at a time there was not a 
single sign of a human: habitation. It)seemed to be vast virgin, tropical 
forest, with sharp mountain peaks outstanding in it. 

The villagers seemed interested in aviation, coming outside of their 
houses to watch me pass. 1 have been told that many of them probably 
had never seen an airplane before. If so,:it was impossible from the air 
to see how the sight affected: them, aside from natural curiosity. There 
were no indications of demonstrations. _ 


Few Places There for. a Forced Landing. 


My. route did not take.me over any cities of any size between the 
two capitals. 

For most of the route very few places appeared where a forced land- 
ing would be possible, though I, did notice some here and there. One 
got the impression from the air that in the case of a forced landing in 
much of this region it probably would take weeks to reach any habitation. 
The jungle in the lowlands, where it was visible through the fog or clouds, 
seemed extremely thick and extensive. 

I believe, however, that the route from Mexico City to Guatemala City 
is practicable for commércial flying with triple-motored ships. It probably 
would be best to follow the route along either coast line. 
Flying conditions, howéver, were perfect today. None of the rédigh air 
which has been reported in these regions was encountered. That, of course, 
depends upon atmospheric conditions and‘is subject to wide variation. 
I flew a compass course over the entire route, depending almost en- 
tirely on the earth inductor compass. 


City a Beautiful Sight From. the Air. 


I approached Guatemala City from the northwest, flying considerably 
to the north of the big volcanoes which rise between it’ and the Pacific. 
It would be ‘hard to say in which country, "Mexico or Guatemala, the vol- 
canoes are denser. The whole region seems tobe full of them. 
The sky was clear at, Guatemala City except for clouds hanging around 
much of the horizon, and the day was bright and sunny. The city was 
visible for a considerable distance. It looks very white and beautiful from 
the air, with its houses built in squares around a court or patio and green 
with vegetation. The streets are blocked off in squares, as in most cities 
in the United States, making one, in this respect, seem at home, despite 
the tropical plants. : 

The whole city stands out strikingly against the surrounding plateau 
fringed with mountains and volcanoes, and against the extensive uninhah- 
ited or sparsely settled areas to the northwest, 


Finds the Air Field There Quite Good. 


I flew over the capital toward the Aurora Air Field, which was easy 
to see south of the city, and which proved quite good, The field lies in a 
district which is being developed into an attractive residential section, 


The crowd mostly lined up along the west side of the field in front 
of a long line of avitomobiles: Consequently, on landirig I taxied toward 
the hangar on the east side, which had. been kept free.of people, But 
they all seemed. to manage to get there very quickly.

MEXICO CITY, Dec. 28,—In taking leave of Mexico, I want to ex- 
press to the Méxican Government and to the Mexican people my thanks 
for the cordial reception they have given me. My stay has been>one of 
my pleasantest experiences, and I hope that the flight has been of some 
value in bringing about a better feeling between the people of Mexico and 
my own country. Aviation has done much in the past, and should do even 
more in the future to make the people of many nations realize the value of |$ 
friendly cooperation. 

The possibilities of aviation in dhatlens better international relations 
are great. Such a flight as this is merely a forerunner of what will occur 
when air lines are established to make communication between all the 
countries on the American continents a matter of a few hours or days, 
instead of weeks. 








Mountains No Great Handicap. 

It is to be hoped that air lines between Mexico and the United States 
will soon be established. The two routes down the East and West coasts 
would each connect, naturally, with existing lines in the United States. 
With the quick interchange of mai] by this means, and the possible: devel- 
opment of a passenger service to Mexico City, there should come a feeling 
of closer relationship between the two countries and a grater knowledge 
of each other’s point of view. 

An air, route to.Mexico should not present any unusual difficulties. 
The most difficult part of the flight by the course I traveled is that be- 
tween Tampico and Mexico City, and at present that route is flown fre- 
quently by commercia] planes. The flight of the three-motored Ford 
plane was accomplished easily over the mountains, and even a small two- 
seater commercial. plane recently made the flight. The mountains ‘are 
no worse than those over which the mail fliers travel;every day in the 
United States, 

Trip, Now Much More Hazardous, 

Beyond Mexico City, however, conditions are entirely different, and 
under-no consideration should the rest of my flight south be regarded as 
perfectly safe. .1do not want to convey the impression that 1 am under- 
taking a dangerous enterprise. I do not regard it as such, but flying 
‘a single-motored plane over mountains and jungles cannot be regarded as 
safe flying. And a possible mishap should not be looked upon as having 
bearing on. the safety of commercial aviation over established air routes, 
such as exist in the United States. 1 want to emphasize this strongly, 
because I thoroughly rea‘ize that a mishap might be looked upon.as a blow 
to.commercial flying. It should not be. 

The remainder of this trip contains hazards which do not exist on 
any air route in the world, although there have. been, many successful

Washington’s Stand Unchanged.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Reports 
reaching France that the American 
Government might soon give consid- 
eration to a general reduction of the 
war-time debts owed this country by 
allied nations, if’ German repara- 
tion payments were cut down, have 
no basis in fact, from all that could 
be learned here today.

Opinions of System Vary From 


‘Best Energizing Force’ to ‘Rotten’ |® 


——General Discussion on Floor. 


Students from a score of colleges 
thronged into Room 301 at Philos- 
ophy Hall, Columbia University, yes- 
terday to listen to the symposium on 
“Present Day. Capitalism’ which 


marked the opening activities of the in 
annual conference of thé ‘Intefcol-’ 


legiate Department of the League for 
Industrial Democracy. Five speakers 
attacked the subject from as many 
angles, and questions and answers 
from the floor and the student dis- 
cussion leaders indicated that many 
subtle distinctions in opinion were 
represented. 

Ivy Lee, public relations counsel 
for the Rockefeller and other inter- 
ests, said that while the system called 
capitalism was not perfect in any ab- 
solute sense, the ‘‘profit motive’’ was 
the best energizing force that he 
knew of. Professor Harry F. Ward, 
who teaches Social Ethics at the 
Union Theological Seminary, consid- 
ered capitalism as a state of mind 
and as a “religion.”” He said most 
of the world was ‘‘profoundly skep- 
tica]’’ of this religion, and added, 
“Save in the United States, it 
flourishes here.” 

Both Mr. Lee and Professor Ward 
spoke in the morning. In the after-

bristle with the words ‘‘conflict,’’

In summing up 
he said he thought the capitalistic 
system of the present day ‘‘damned 
busin.) s iad Professor Taylor who 
closed the program, tried to ‘‘serve 
as a bridge between the attitudes of 
Mr. Tippett and Professor Over- 
street.”” He sought for an adequate 
working definition of capitalism.

PREPARATION FOR WAR 


Tells Colambia Alumni Luncheon 
That. Fighting.Cannot. Be 
Actually Outlawed. 








Preparation for potential warfare 
was advocated by. Major Gen. Han- 
son: E. Ely, who commands the Sec- 
ond Corps’ Area; in an address. at 
the ainutegnth annual holiday 
luncheon of the Colimbia University 
grecuntess held.-yesterday at. the 

olumbia eo ag Club, 4 West 
Forty-third Street. 

‘‘We have had wars for centuries, 
and undoubtedly there will be more 
of them,’ he said. ‘‘Even the ‘war 
to end wars’ has not»been success- 
ful, for there have been some since 
then, as well as many things done 
which could have caused wars. The 
tendency in América is to talk too 
loud and have too small a stick. We 
should always be prepared. 

“If you want to know how much 
your American citizenship is worth 
in dollars and cénts, find out how 
many thousands of dollars some 
foreigners will pay to be smuggled 
into this country. We have a coun- 
is worth something, it is worth guard- 
is worth something it is worth guard- 
ing and defending. We have been 
unprepared for all our wars and 
have. paid the price. “There have 
been too many dead and too many 
maimed. 

“Tt is all right to outlaw war. 
We have outlawed fire and murder, 
but we stil] have firemen and police- 
men. It takes two to make a fight 
and the other fellow always starts 
it. You cannot actually outlaw war,

It is said that none of the persons 
against whom indictments were 
sought are prominent, nor do any 
of the cases involve large amounts of 
money.

Williams Street, opened the exercises 
from the speakers’ platform with a 
welcome to the invited guests and 
to the neighbors who will be the ulti- 
mate beneficiaries of the project. 
He referred to the building as ‘‘the 
fulfillment of a vision,’’ and said 
it was Mr. Lavanburg’s greatest am- 
bition during his life to see it re- 
alized. Mr. Somers said the enter- 
prise was in no way a charitable 
undértaking, but was simply an at- 
tempt to show what could be done, 
and to point the way; toward healthy, 
comfortable living conditions in the 
congested sections. 

Senator Bernard Downing, who has 
been active in housing legislation, 
eulogized Mr. Lavanburg’s work and 
saw in the opening of the house the 
beginning of a new era in his own 
east side. 

Mayor Walker began his remarks 
with an invitation to “carping critics 
and skeptics, if any remain, to leave 
the city.’”’

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Refunds 
of taxes authorized by the Treasury 
in the fiscal year ended June 30 
last, totalling $103,858,687, represent- 
ing illegal collections for a number 
of years past, are listed in a state- 
ment prepared under the direction of 
Secretary Mellon made public today 
by the House Committee on Expen- 
ditures. 

More than $103,000,000 already has 
been paid back to taxpayers and an 
amount approximately as large will 
‘be made available in appropriation 
bills this session to take care of re- 
funds to be allowed in the current 
fiscal year. The Mellon statement 
Was embraced in: twenty volumes, 
containing more than 12,000 pages, 
listing refunds to 240,000 taxpayers. 

The claims for refunds that were 
adjusted in the fiscal year 1927 were 
filed as far back as 1925, and in 
“prior years,’’ according to Secre- 
tary Mellon. 


Largest to Standard Oil. 


One of the largest, if not the 
largest, claims for refund allowed by 
the Treasury was one of $5,062,893 
paid to Elisha Hanson of Washing- 
ton, D. C., for the Standard Oil 
Company of Indiana. 

The names of the Duke of Marl- 
borough and Sir Harry Lauder ap- 
pear in the New York list. The Duke 
received a refund of $18,648. His

HOW TO AVERT GAS MISHAPS 


Red Cross Gives a List of Precau- 
tions to Follow. 


The American Red. Cross issued/a 
yesterday from its headquarters at 
598 Madison Avenue the following 
safety rules to avoid gas poisoning: 

“Make sure that the gas is turned 
off completely when you are finished 
with it. A slow leak is dangerous, es- 
pecially in cold weather when the 
windows are closed. 

“Make sure that your gas fixtures 
are not leaky and that the. connec- 
tions are all tight. 

‘Make sure that. there is pidaty of 
ventilation, if you use a gas heater. 
Heat without fresh air is-net only un- 
healthy but is also dangerous. 

‘*Make sure that your. kitchen win- 
dows are age to provide ventilation 
when using gas for cooking. Do not 
breathe ont If there is any trace of 
it in your’ kitchen open-all the win- 
dows until it clears out, 

‘Coal gas is.another deadly poison. 
Be positive that your drafts are all 
right in your stoves and that you 
also have enough ventilation. 

“This is how you perform resusci- 
tation: 

“Remove victim. from gas-filled 
room to nearest place in opén air. 
Lay him on his stomach, place head 
on back of one hand, mouth toward 
finger tips. Extend other arm over 
ead. Kneel astride one knee of the 
victim, place your hands on his lower 
ribs, bring your weight down 


forward, keep the arms straight and 


shoulders in back of hands. Snap{im 
your hand off back, relax in sitting 
position, repeat this movement twelvé 
times a minute-unt{l victim breathes 
naturally or until the arrival of med- 
ical assistance.”’

‘The League was the passion of his 
later life, and: its repute. and his 
own have been strangely linked in 
public opinion; ‘The climax of ‘their 
world esteem. came at the ‘ same 
time, and at the same time came the 
descent from ‘approval of them both. 
WILSON died in his time, but left the 
mark of his acts. The League, not 
being subject to the limitations of 
the human span, goes on. As the 
year 1927 draws to a close, eight 
years, after the creation of the 
League, both it and its chief sponsor 
are growing in the sober apprecia- 
tion of mankind. “‘Wilson’s thought,” 
said VENIZELOS, was the supreme ac- 
complishment .of the World War, 
and more than anything else his 
thought was the League. General 
SMUTS, compared him» to Hercules, 
descending into Hades to: rescue the 
lost Alcestis of the world’s desire, 
and absolved him from the fault of 
finding her “a wrinkled old woman.” 

The political jealousies and the de- 
fects of personality which crowded 
his final years with hate and con- 
troversy are passing away as the 
realization grows that VENIZELOS 
and SMUTS saw him in clearer per- 
spective. It will be years yet before 
a historian can see WILSON in true 
relation to his times, and study his 
acts without the confusion of con- 
temporary opinion. But it is not too 
early for the eulogies of last night, 
and the time has at last arrived 
when even his political opponents 
begin to understand that such trib- 
utes are justified. 


LINDBERGH AT GUATEMALA. 


Colonel. LINDBERGH’S flight of 675 
miles from’ Mexico to Guatemala 
was another masterpiece of avia- 
tion. All his powers as a pathfinder 
were brought into play. His sense 
of direction and his judgment of 
distance: amount to genius. It is 
easy to go wrong when flying over 
a jungle extending for hundreds of 
miles and: flanked by great ‘moun- 
tain ranges. By choice, and quite 
likely of necessity, it would be a 
non-stop flight. Not until he sighted 
the Sierra Madre on his right in 
Chiapas could he draw a breath of 
relief.. Two hundred miles further 
on was the capital of Guatemala. 

There was no mistaking the place 
of destination. One may be sure 
he had read something of its his- 
tory; how after flood and earth- 
quake had destroyed two capitals 
a third: was built and ultimately 
became a modern city, with cathe- 
dral towers, many churches with 
belfries, Museums, parks, a mint, 
an. imposing...theatre and opera 
house, its. squares and _ streets 
lighted by electricity and the -tele- 
phone in general use: Guatemala is 
on a tableland traversed by the Rio 
de las Vacas at an’ elevation of 
5,000 feet, and in the South rise 
high mountains.’ 

“The people of Guatemala were 
ready to welcome the American 
aviator who was already a hero to 
them. .They’ had heard of his ex- 
ploits, they had seen him in motion 
pictures; now LINDBERGH had come 
in the flesh, dropping down on them 
in the Spirit of St. Louis. Guate- 
mala): is <a:country of backward 
transportation. This amazing Amer- 
ican was only seven hours from the 
City of Mexico, and every native 
understood over what jungles and 
rugged mountains he had flown. ‘To 
the peons it must have seemed like 
a@ miracle. 

Guatemala has already made the 
acquaintance of the airplane in a 
limited way. Last ‘week President 
CHACON signed a contract giving a 
citizen of New York’ a’ concession ‘to 
establish an air mail and transport 
service in all the twenty-two prov- 
inces of the republic. . LINDBERGH 
hasbeen a legendary figure. to the 
Guatemalans. He now becomes a 
popular favorite in:a day, a great 
leader*in aeronautics, a messenger 
of good-will from what the Spanish- 
Americans call the Colossus of the 
North.

Reports recently circulated, to.the 
effect that this proposal is tobe re- 
vived, and that the Russians are now 
willing to turn: over: to’ the South 
Manchurian the southern spur of the 
Chinese Eastern; have received cate- 
gorica] denial both in Moscow and 
Tokio. This is not surprising in 
view of the fact that the Chinese 
Eastern Railway is new. nominally a 
joint Chinese and Russian enterprise, 
where formerly it ‘was exclusively 
Russian. Today'the Soviet ‘authori- 
ties still dominate the railroad. But 
if the treaties between the Soviets 
and the Peking Government made in 
1924 are binding, China has equal 
rights in the Chinese Eastern with 
Russia. In view of the antagonism 
of China to the Japanese today, it is 
unlikely that any Chinese Govern- 
ment would agree to the transfer to 
Japan of this vital spur of the Chi- 
nese Eastern Railway. — 

Were such a cession to be made, 
the actual sphere of Japanese influ- 
ence in Manchuria would be moved 
several. hundred miles northward. 
This would probably be of ultimate 
advantage to the Chinese. But the 
present-day political leaders in China 
and also the Russians would surely 
oppose such a step. The Russians 
have never ceased to resent Japan’s 
incursion into that area of Man- 
churia and Northeastern Mongolia, 
which was set aside as the Russian 
sphere of influence in a secret treaty 
between Russia and Japan, negoti- 
ated in 1907.

One cannot see ‘that. all the forth- 
coming transatlantic flights are jus- 
tified,’ while so many ‘fields for ‘real 
useful pioneering remain: untouched 
within the domain of aeronautics. It 
is a delusion to stippose that air 
routes are made by a sufficient num- 
ber of pilots following each other 
like sheep_across’ a certain track. 
Only enterprise, organization and 
capital will do, coupled with a faith 
and. foresight as: great as that. of 
two Englishmen who, eight years 
ago, battled for the first time 
through unexplored space where, one 
day, we hope,.the daily traffic of two 
continents will pass, secure and un- 
afraid. 

So it will be seen that speaking of 
the “transatlantic habit” is no exag- 
geration. Inevitably follows the re- 
flection, “Is it worth while?” The 
Alcock-Brown flight, a magnificent 
‘leap into the absolute unknown; the 
Lindbergh flight, a single-handed 
struggle with appalling odds, are not 
to be judged on the. worth-while 
basis. ‘They showed that the air- 
plane could do what all said it could 
do. 

We know now that there are en- 
gines reliable enough and airplanes 
efficient enough to make the ar- 
duous crossing. But we have learned 
equally well that the non-stop cross- 
ing can never be a commercial prop- 
osition with the gasoline-engined air- 
plane of today. 

The Atlantic air route—whether 
non-stop by airship or by an airplane 
route laid down with floating islands 
and beacons, as outlined by Presi- 
dent Coolidge—is not yet, but it is 
nearer than many think. Meanwhile 
let us remember that with each new 
success the odds against the next 
man mount up and that the Atlantic 
air crossing is still one of the most 
perilous undertakings of man.

No one familiar with Central Park can 
help noting the great improvement that: has 
taken, place. there in the. last six or eight 
months. Needless to say, a condition which 
is the result. of years of neglect cannot be 
completely remedied: in a few months, but 
what. with the. excellent program . outlined 
by Mr. Merkel and the admirable zeal shown 
by Mr. Herrick, friends of the park may 
take courage. 

"One feature of Mr. Merkel’s report de- 
serves special attention, namely, that if the 
park is to be preserved it cannot continue 
ito be used as a playground also. This may 
be feasible in smaller communities, but not 
in a city like New York. The public must 
be taught to keep off the grass plots, by 
drastic measures if need be, except in such 
places and at such times as the Park Com- 
missioners may determine. Otherwise all 
attempts to restore the park to its former 
beauty will be a waste of effort. 

If we must have playgrounds, and I be- 
lHeve. they are absolutely necessary, then let 
the city provide them elsewhere, for the park 
was originally created as a breathing place,

up streets and is the only place of its kind 
that ig readily accessible to more than a

“workout”? their: road taxes. ‘ The 
road tax was so unpopular that ne- 
body . who could avoid doing so ever 
paid it in cash! 

Then the automobile’ came in. Mo- 
torists demanded ‘Rood roads, but at 
the farmers’ expense,, The. Govern- 
ment at Washington became inter- 
ested to the extent of establishing a 
good roads office in the Department 
of Agriculture and trying to educate 
the farmers'to the economic value to 
themselves of good roads and broad- 
tired wagon-wheels. This © educa- 
tional work resulted in. the “‘drag- 
ging”’ ‘of dirt’ roads in a good many 
counties and in the building of a 
few hundred miles of macadam: road 
in» the more thickly populated sec- 
tions, ‘where the problem was not 
exclusively.a rural one. At the rate 
of. progress -prevailing in 1911, it 
would ‘have ‘taken somewhere be- 
tween 200° and 500 years to have 
achieved such a system of good roads 
as we have in the United States 
today. 

Toward ‘the end of 1911 the late 
Amos G. Batchelder, Secretary of the 
American ' ‘Automobile Association, 
which He had organized, conceived 
the idea of ‘introducing the good 
roads. movement into politics as a 
new. kind of ‘pork barrel’* for the 
members of Congress. There were 
at that time almost exactly 1,000,000 
automobiles “in use ‘in the United 
States. Ford's Model T had been on 
the market, for more than three 
years, and some hundreds of thou- 
sands of them were in the hands of 
farmers,..wage-earners and others of 
the proletariat. The mass of voters 
were a direct appreciation 
of the difference between a poor road 
and a good one,. Had the owners of 
automobiles still been only the mem- 
bers ‘of the ‘automobile clubs’ of 
which the A, A. A. was composed, 
any effort to. build automobile roads 
at:public expense would have reacted 
adversely upon its proponents. No 
man owing his position to the votes 
of the common people could afford 
to put’ himself on record as favoring 
the expenditure of tax money for the 
benefit of a limited and. presumably 
wealthy class. 

But Ford: and his Model T had 
changed this condition, and Mr. 
Batchelder was one.of the first to see 
what this change could be made to 
mean.

FRENCH PURCHASE DOUBTED 


Exports Not Called For by Sterling 
Exchange—ltaly Expected to 
Be In the Market. 


A shipment of $10,000,000 of gold 
to Europe, ‘announced yesterday by 
the Guaranty Trust’ Company; caused 
considerable. speculation in Wall 
Street as to its ultimate destination 
and purpose. The trust company’s 
announcement said merely that the 
gold was going on the steamship 
Rochambeau. This liner stops only 
at Havre, which led to a belief that 
the gold was destined for: France, 


but many believed it was a triangular | - 


transaction by which the metal might 
go to one of the other countries on 
the Continent. 
The shipment: was the largest con- 
gsignment of gold sent to Europe in 
one lot in the present movement, 
which has included transfers of gold 
from New York to England, Hol- 
land, Belgium, Poland and Sweden. 
It has been exceeded only by three 
shipments of $11,000,000 each to Bra- 
zil, which resulted from the $40,000,- 
000 loan to Brazil floated in this mar- 
ket several months ago. 
When news of the shipment was re- 
ceived, it was assumed that it was a 
reliminary step toward official stab- 
lization in France, which has been 

redicted since the return of Italy to 
fhe gold standard last week with the 
backing of a $125,000,000-‘interna- 
tional credit. There was consider- 
able doubt, however, that France 
would call-such a large amount of 
gold from New York. It was point- 
ed out that in the event of iliza- 
tion, gold held in New York would 
be of as much benefit to France as 
if it were sent to Paris. France not 
only has large gold holdings in New 
York, but ‘has™ tremendous balarices 
here, as well as in other of the 
world, which could be converted into 
gold if it should be desired. 

The currencies of several coun- 
tries in Europe now are sufficiently 
over par to ‘call for gold shipments 
from New York when fast: steam- 
ships are available.
